Modern miracles happening to' 
everyday people, in everyday life, 
were recounted last night to an 
audience which filled the Pompe- 
ian Room at the Biltmore hotel. 
Two hundred Atlantans heard evi- 
dence of a new religious revolu- 
tion which meets the forces of 
destruction, of war and civil and 
labor strife, of personal antagon- 
ism and family selfishness, when 
members of the Oxford Group 
held their first big meeting here. 

Gathered from the east and 
several southern states, Oxford 
Groupers came to Atlanta ,to tell 
in simple and plain language what 
the principles of the Group have 
meant to them. 

It was not a strictly religious 
meeting. But God was evident in 
every talk. There were no formal 
addresses. But the challenge of 
Christ on the Cross was foremost 
in every speech. No prayer 
opened the meeting, only a brief 
introduction by Bill Stubbs, the 
night’s leader, who then intro- 
duced men and women who told 
of the change in their lives, told 
of the modern miracles which they 
said happened to them by sur- 
rendering their faults and dis- 
honesties and prides to God, and 
listened to Him for guidance to 
direct their lives.

Famous in War

NEW ORLEANS, March 12.— 
(P)—An almost forgotten veteran 
of the War Between the States 
plies the Mississippi river and 
churns black smoke from her rest- 
less boilers. 

This veteran of 1864, unrecog- 
nized by many at present, is the 
old turtleback ironclad VU. S. S. 
Chickasaw, the heavily armored 
naval vessel of the Union forces 
that bore the brunt of attack and 
closed the port of Mobile, Ala., 
in 1864 during a bitter naval en- 
gagement. 

The Chickasaw, built at St; 
Louis, was the north’s answer to 
the ironclad ram, Tennessee, 
which was put under construction 
from iron and timber at Selma, 
Ala., in the winter of 1863-64, and 
which turned out to be the most 
formidable ram of her day.

Morgenthau Plans Single Control 
Of Treasury Department Sleuths 


By H. R. BAUKHAGE.

WASHINGTON, March 12.— 
Secretary Morgenthau, according 
to unofficial but well-informed 
sources, is about to make a radical 
change in the administrative or- 
ganization of his ‘‘T-men’”’—mem- 
bers of the various investigatory 
bodies under the Treasury Depart- 
ment. They are soon, it is said, to 
be put under a single head. That 
head, say the reports, is the pres- 
ent chief of the intelligence unit 
of the Bureau of Internal Revenue, 
Elmer T. Irey. 

The secret service doesn’t tell 
secrets, but experts who have been 
sleuthing the sleuths of late—and 
others in the treasury’s cohorts of 
investigators whose chiefs were 
passed up—say some of the blood- 
hounds’ sensitive noses are out of 
joint. But this is considered of only 
passing moment and co-ordina- 
tion of the “T-men” is expected 
to bring them all greater fame 
and efficiency, if not fortune and 
favor. 

The move on the part offsecre- 
tary of the treasury is supposed to 
have its origin in. an interest that 
goes back to the days when Mr. 
Morgenthau read his first detec- 
tive story. He’s been reading them 
ever since, but it wasn’t until com- 
paratively recently that he real- 
ized he was right in the midst of 
more real detectives than he ever 
met in books, what was more, he 
was their boss. 

Then things began to happen. 
He took an interest in some of the 
cases, lent a hand at detecting once 
in a while, and, before long, he 
had the functions of his “T-men” 
down to a “T.” Then he decided 
to see if he couldn’t do something 
to improve their efficiency and 


give them a better break all | 


around. 

About that time you began to

The mayor, whom other wit- 
nesses said had received more thar 
$30,000 of Bethlehem Steel Com- 
pany money to meet the cost of 
policing the strike, said the debts 
and back taxes were paid off by 
his wife with “money my wife had 
for years.” 

Shields said he had received the 
money for police expenses from

inally from the steel company.

Causes of the accidents, which 
‘contributed to the total of 59 
deaths, 1,624 injured and 5,043 ac- 
cidents within the city limits last 
year, were varied. 

Accidents Varied. 

Drunken driving; turning from 
wrong traffic lanes; drunken 
pedestrians; disregarding red sig- 
nal lights; careless left turns; jay 
walking; peculiar hazards at the 
intersections, such as obscured 
vision from fences and buildings, 
slippery pavement, darkness under 
underpass, poor illumination, ex- 
tra wide streets, cramped loading 
at streetcar stops contributed their 
share. 

Of the 21 accidents at Spring 
‘street and Marietta street, seven 
were due to faulty left turns. 

“The five intersections which 
‘had a large number of accidents 
last year are by no means all of | 
the bad corners in the city,” said 
'Captain Jack Malcom, head of the 
' traffic department. 
| 59 Die in 1937. 
| “The accidents which caused the 
deaths of 59 persons in 1937 oc- 
curred virtually all over the city. 
So you see, there is no particu- 
larly bad ‘dead man’s corner.’ The 
‘answer to reducing the number of 
accidents lies in the single word 
—care.” 
| Captain Malcom also pointed out 
| that many traffic hazards are be- 
|ing eliminated, through placing. 
' traffic lights and stop signs at | 
| “blind” corners, and by detailing | 
patrolmen to known |

| bad corners. 
| “But the idea of safety is the 
| major one,” he concluded. “The 
' motorist is the man who con- 
| tributes most to reducing accidents 
and its consequent injuries and 
| loss of life.”

“It would be fine also if some 
of our well-known international 
seekers after truth could not only 
see the truth here but also recog- 
nize it.” 


Hitler’s armed might ended the 
Christian Fascist regime which 
had held sole power since the So- 
clalists were put down bloodily in 
a five-day civil war in February, 
1934, and substituted National So- 
cialism of the German brand. 


The new Nazi chancellor of 
Austria, Arthur Seyss-Inquart, 
greeted Hitler by proclaiming an- 
nulment of the treaty of St. Ger- 
main which forbade union of Ger- 
many and Austria. (Seyss-In- 
quart is pronounced Zice (as in 
nice) Inkwart:) 


Diplomatie circles expressed the | 


belief that the presence of so many 
German troops was not intended 
primarily to intimidate Austria so 
much as Czechoslovakia. 

Close Around Czechs. 


They pointed out that German 
troops, encircling half of Czecho- 
slovakia, form a powerful threat 
of a pincer-like action to that 
country in whose 3,500,000 Ger- 
mans Hitler has expressed con- 
cern. 

Hitler backed his dramatic un- 
ion of the two German-speaking 
peoples with the Reichs military 
might thrusting its gray ranks into 
every part of Austria and bring- 
ing German troops face to face 
with Italy at the Brenner pass. 

The Fuehrer saved for tomorrow 
a triumphal entry into Vienna. 

All Austria went Nazi. Federal, 
provincial and municipal govern- 
ments were taken over by Nazis. 

Austrian army troops not only 
stood by, but also fraternized with 
the invading legions. 

Wave of Arrests. 


A wave of arrests struck fear 
to thousands of Austrians—Cath- 
olics, Jews, Socialists, and former 
Austrian government. chieftains 
alike. 

Austria’s frontiers were closed 
quickly to prevent a mass exodus 
of those who fear Naziism. 

A several months old decree 
cutting Austrian exports to Ger- 
many by 40 per cent, to allow for 
ultimate equalization of German 
debts of 60,000,000 schillings ($11,- 
340,000) to Austria, was suspend- 
ed immediately. 

This was taken as an indication 
of extremely close commercial ar- 
rangements—that Austria was be- 
ing drawn into Germany’s four- 
year economic § self-sufficiency 
plan. 

Troopers Flog Workers. 

Though Vienna factories later 
closed, they operated early in the 
day under guard of storm troopers 
armed with cat-o-nine-tails with 
which they flogged Socialist-in- 
clined workers who appeared un- 
enthusiastic. 

The chancellor Hitler forced out 
of office, Kurt Schuschnigg, was 
imprisoned in Belvedere palace 
surrounded by 2,000 storm troop- 
ers and 50 police. Nazis said the 
guards were for “his own protec- 
tion.” 

From the moment Der Fuehrer’s 
car rumbled across the Inn river 
bridge near Braunau, his birth- 
place, scenes of wildest enthusi- 
asm greeted the conqueror. 

Hailed as Liberator.

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Swastika Flieg 


Over Austria's 
U. S. Embassy 


WASHINGTON, March 12.— 
(UP)—The hoisting of the Ger- 
man-Nazi swasti banner on 
the flagstaff of the Austrian le- 
gation today caused near con- 
sternation in the neighboring 
Czechoslovakian legation. 

The grounds of the two lega- 
tions border, just as the terri- 
tories of Austria and Czecho- 
slovakia join on Europe’s trou- 
bled map. The Czechoslovakian 
legation lies just west of the 
Austrian legation. When the 


Nazi swastika was hoisted on 
the Austrian flagstaff shortly 
before noon, its flapping folds 
cast shadows on the grounds of 
the Czechoslovakian legation. 

Many diplomatic observers 
both here and in Europe be- 
lieve that the next step in 
Chancellor Hitler’s eastward 
march of expansion may well 
be over the territory of the 
Czechoslovak republic. 

The Austrian legation had no 
swastika banner when orders 
were received from the Vienna 
foreign office for its display. 
The Austrian minister, Edgar 
L. G. Prochnik, was compelled | 
to “borrow” a swastika banner 
from the German ambassador, 
Dr. Hans Dieckhoff.

Must Prove to World. 


“I hope it is not far off. Then 
you will have to stand by your 
conviction. I believe I can be 
proud of my fatherland before the 
entire German people. It must 
prove to the entire world any oth- 
er attempt to part this people will 
be in vain.” 

Hitler found Linz crowds hoarse 
from hours of shouting in the 
flag-draped streets. The new 
Austrian cabinet welcomed him 
as well as boyhood friends, many 
of whom had not seen Hitler for 
many years. 


Today saw Hitler’s first step on 
Austrian soil for about 25 years, 
as far as is known publicly. He 
left Austria in 1912 to live in Mu- 
nich, and lost his Austrian citi- 
zenship when he joined the Bava- 
rian army in 1914. 

The boisterous welcome in Linz 
was impressive, but Vienna’s 
greeting to her new chieftain to- 
morrow was expected to be even 
more dramatic, bolstered by even 
more soldiers, tanks and planes. 


Torchlight Parade. 


After a turbulent day of reor- 
ganization in government offices, 
Vienna Nazis turned out for a gi- 
gantic torchlight parade. 

Hitler’s entry into Austria and 
plans for his arrival in Vienna 
tomorrow were all carried out with 
his. great sense of showmanship. 
He delayed his entry into Linz 
until the waiting populace had 
been worked into emotional 
frenzy. 

Tonight Der Fuehrer, the Ger- 
man Reich’s destinies temporarily 
left in the hands of Field Mar- 
shal Goering, remained at Linz, 
awaiting his big day Sunday. 

Jews Trapped. 

Thousands of Jews were num- 
bered among the Austrians. to 
whom the Nazis’ coming was 
tragic. The nation’s frontiers were | 
closed to them. Their jobs at 
home were gone or gravely threat- 
ened.

Austria as Hitler, surrounded by 
military aides, crossed the fron- | 
tier’ to be greeted by rejoicing 
throngs that lined the streets 
shouting “one people, one reich” 
on his way to the once-proud 
capital of the Hapsburgs. 

As the first troops marched un- 
molested into Austria, Nazis took 
over all government posts from 
provincial governorships down. In 
cities they assumed control of tele- 
graph; telephone ani radio com- 
munications. Strict censorship 
was imposed. 

“Long live the liberator of Aus- 
tria,” shouted crowds in Linz as 
Hitler in an automobile rolled into 
the city’s main square at 4:13 p. 
m. (9:13 a. m, Atlanta time). 

“Today after a long time Hit- 
ler again is stepping on Austrian 
soil,” declared Claise-Horstenau, 
as the Reichsfuehrer realized his 
long-cherished dream of gaining 
mastery of his native land, 


FASCIST GRAND COUNCIL 
APPROVES NAZIFICATION 

ROME, March 13.—(Sunday.)— 
(P)—Italy’s Fascist grand council 
gave its approval today to Adolf 
Hitler’s Nazification of Austria. 

The council’s approval -was ex- 
pressed in a communique issued 
after it had received Hitler’s 
promise that German expansion to 
the south would stop at the Italian 
frontier. 

German troops today reached 
Brenner Pass, strategic gateway 
between Austria and Italy. 


Guarantee to France. 

In a personal letter to Premier 
Mussolini Hitler embodied a sim- 
ilar guarantee to France, but gave 
no assurances he would respect 
frontiers of other countries. 

Hitler’s letter contained the fol- 
lowing explanation of Germany’s 
actions: 

“There is not involved in this 
act (the German ultimatum to 
Austria) anything but legitimate 
national defense, therefore action 
which any man of character in my 
place would discharge in the same 
way. 

“Also, your excellency would 
not have acted otherwise if Italian 
destiny were involved. I, as 
Fuehrer and a National Socialist, 
can not do otherwise. e° 

“In this critical hour for Italy, 
I have shown you the firmness of 
my intentions. Do not doubt that 
also in the future there will be 
no cause for change in this re- 
spect. 

Make Brenner the Line. 

“Whatever may. be the conse- 
quences in-future events, I have 
traced clear the German frontier 
with regard to France. Now I

German nationals, Mr. Chan- 
cellor, I thank you for your 
greetings. I, and you all who 
have gathered here, bear testi-| 
mony that it was not only the’ 
will and wish of a few, but the 
will of the entire nation which | 
brought me here. | 

I wish on this evening that 
some of the noted explorers of 
truth would not only see this | 
reality but also admit it subse- | 
quently. 

When I left this place I car-| 
ried in me the confession of faith | 
which still fills me today. Con-| 
ceive of my emotions that after | 
so many years this faith was 
crowned with success. 

If Divine Providence once call-. 
ed me from this place to leader- | 
ship of the German reich, then | 
Providence must also have en- | 
trusted me with a mission. This | 
can have been only one mission; | 
to restore my dear homeland to 
the German reich. I have had 
faith in this mission. I have liv- 
ed and fought for it and accom- | 
plished it now and you all are 
witnesses of that. I feel sure you | 
all, with the utmost loyalty and 
your own personal profession 
will guarantee this result. . Be- 
fore other parts of the German | 
nation I will point with pride to | 
my home folk. 


It is my duty to emphasize that 


any further attempt to tear the) 
German nation asunder will be} 
in vain. 

As you will be obliged to con- 
tribute your share to this Gege 
man nation, so the entire reich |! 


likewise will be ready to pay “ 


share. 


Already today and tomorrow 
German soldiers from all districts 
of the reich will march into Aus- 
tria. Consider them fighters 
willing to go to any sacrifice for 
the entire German nations for the 
might of the reich, for its peace 
and its eternal magnificence. 
Hail the victory. 


MAYOR’S WELCOME 
TO “MY FUEHRER” 


The text of Mayor August Eig- 
ruber’s welcome to Hitler follows: 

My Fuehrer, at this moment 
of great significance for the Ger- 
man nation and German history 
I welcome you and together with 
me the entire home and country 
for the first time to Austria. 


The time has come when, de- 
spite a dictated peace. -treaty, 
malice and lack of understanding 
oh the part of the whole world, 
the German people definitely are 
a joined German people.

We are at the 
threshold of its coming and Adolf 
Hitler is its leader.

Abandons Policy. 

The government, in acquiescing

lini before he sent his troops into 
Austria. y 

Italians assumed that the mes- 
sage, whose delivery. was dis- 
closed by Stefani (official Italian 
news agency), gave Il Duce defi- 
nite, renewed assurances of Ger- 
man friendship. 


90,000 SOLDIERS 
CROSS 10 AUSTRIA 


Hitler’s Popularity at Peak; 
‘Real Plebiscite’ To Be 
Held by Nazis. 


BERLIN, March 12.—(4)—Ger- 
man Nazis were frantic with joy 
tonight as they grasped the_ full 
import of MReichfuehrer Adolf 
Hitler’s proclamation on the Au- 
strian coup. 

“IT have now decided to extend 
the aid of the Reich to the mil- 
lions of Germans in Austria,” Der 
Fuehrer proclaimed. 

“Since morning soldiers of the 
German defense force have been 
marching over all the frontiers of 
German Austria.” 

Even as the preclamation was 
read over all German radio sta- 
tions by Propaganda Minister 
Paul Joseph Goebbels, Hitler 
himself had crossed the Austrian 
frontier on a triumphal return to 
the country of his birth. 

50,000 Enter Austria. 

Reliable sources estimated 50,- 
000 German soldiers had entered 
Austria during the day. 

The immediate destiny of the 
74,000,000 Germans and Austrians 
seemed to be—one Reich, one 
language, one Fuehrer, but for the 
present two chancellors—Arthur 
Seyss-Inquart in Austria and Field 
Marshal Hermann Wilhelm Goe- 
ring, named acting chancellor in 
Germany during Hitler’s absence. 

Der Fuehrer’s steam roller tac- 
tics soon may be expected to turn | 
toward Czechoslovakia, where 
there are 3,500,000 ermans in 
whom Hitler has proclaimed his 
interest. 

He is known to have profound 
contempt for the protests of west- 
ern democracies against his “poli- 
tics by force.”

US. STAYS ALO 
FROM VIENNA CRI 


German, French and British 
Ambassadors Call at State 


Department. 


WASHINGTON, March 12,.— 
(UP)—State Department officials 
tonight emphasized the aloofness 


of the United States from the fast- 
developing crisis which rolled 
across Europe and echoed through 
Washington’s diplomatic corps. 

Secretary Cordell Hull voiced 
this government’s intense interest 
in Austro-German developments, 
but emphasized at the same time 
the view that it was a crisis in 
which the United States had no 
direct part. However, he ex- 
changed information and views 
during the day with the ambassa- 
dors of three of the nations most 
intimately involved in the crisis. 

The German ambassador, Dr. 
Hans Dieckhoff, called first at the 
State Department. 

Dieckhoff said he called on Hull 
to inform him of “developments

BRITISH TRADE PACT 


Hearings on Proposed Treaty 
To Start Monday; More 
Than 400 To Testify. | 


WASHINGTON, March 12.— 
(P)—Spokesmen from about 33 
states prepared tonight: for hear¢ 
ings on the proposed reciprocal 
trade treaty with Great Britain. 

More than 400 congressmen, 
State Department officials, busi- 
nessmen, manufacturers, exporters 
and labor leaders were expected 
to testify on the effects of tariff 
concessions to Great Britain at the 
hearings beginning Monday. 

The greatest opposition to the 
proposed agreement came from 
eastern wool and cotton textile 
industries, both-manufacturers and 
workers protesting that any con- 
cessions on their articles would 
cause “injury to the industries.” 

Northern and southern textile 
manufacturers and textile labor 
leaders have joined in opposing 
any tariff reductions. 

The hearings will continue from 
March 14 to March 23. From 
March 16 to March 22 four hear- 
ings will be held simultaneously 
to. accommodate the numerous 
witnesses.

More than 100 clubs in the city 
are co-operating in inviting rural 
women to be over-night guests in 
ca sie of members, Mrs. Wood 
said.

Spot Markets Less Active 
and Sales Smaller, But 
Exports Gain. 


Cotton prices declined along 
with prices of other commodities 
and of securities. The 10 market 
average of 8.99 cents for middling 
7-8 inch on Friday, March 11, was 
10 points lower than a week 
earlier, according to the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics. 

Spot cotton markets were less 
active and the volume of sales re- 
ported in the 10 markets was 
smaller than in the previous week 
or in the corresponding week in 
either of the two preceding sea- 
sons. 

Retail, Wholesale Sales. 
Retail and wholesale sales of fin- 
ished goods were smaller in the 
aggregate than in the previous 
week and considerably less than 
the volume a year ago, but trade 
indexes stressed increases in sales 
of clothing and household textiles. 
Sales of 57,000 bales of spot cotton 
reported in the 10 designated mar- 
kets compared with 86,000 in the 
previous week and 98,000 bales a 
year ago. 

Prices in the 10 designated mar- 
kets averaged 9.11 cents for mid- 
dling 7-8 inch cotton for the week 
ended March 11 compared with an 
average of 9.21 cents in the previ- 
ous week and 14 cents in the cor- 
responding week last year. The 
10 market average price for mid- 
dling 7-8 inch on March 11 was 
3 points higher than the closing 
price of New York May futures, 

Exports of 123,000 Bales. 

Cotton buying by domestic mills 
was restricted to a comparatively 
small volume. Trade reports in- 
a an average daily rate for 
FeBruary slightly higher than for 
January. 

Exports of 123,000 bales com- 
pared with 70,000 in the previous 
week and 140,000 bales in the cor- 
responding week last year. Ex- 
ports to Great Britain led those to 
other countries for the week, with 
Japan second and France third. 
Exports totaled about 4,456,000 
bales from August t to March 11 
against 4,150,000 bales in the corre- 
sponding period last season.

Institute Survey Shows Tax 
On Small Incomes Opposed 


Voters Not Sold on Govern- 
ment Spending Policy, 
Says Gallup. 


By DR. GEORGE GALLUP. 
Director, American Institute of 
Public Opinion. 


NEW YORK, March 12.—With 
the business slump cutting into 
United States income tax collec- 
tions this week, and with big gov- 
ernment spending ahead for 1939, 
Treasury tax experts are once 
more studying the possibility of 
placing a federal income tax on 
smaller incomes. 


One persistent suggestion that 
will get attention is Senator La- 
Follette’s plan to broaden the in- 
come tax base. The Wisconsin 
senator would tax all single per- 
sons with an annual income of 
$800, instead of beginning at 
$1,000 as at present. He would re- 
duce the $2,500 exemptions for 
married persons to $2,000. 


Tax experts think such a move 
might increase the number of in- 
come tax payers by more than a 
million and a half. But they are 
far from confident of its recep- 
tion. 

Today the results of a nation- 
wide survey by the American In- 
stitute of Public Opinion indicate 
that a move to tax the smaller in- 
comes would face enormous pub- 
lic opposition. 

The Institute asked representa- 
tive United States voters in a 
scientifically selected cross-sec- 
tion whether single persons earn- 
ing less than $1,000 a year, or 
married persons earning less than 
$2,500, should be required to pay 
a federal income tax. 

Both propositions were defeated 
in a deluge of “noes.” Eighty- 
seven per cent of the voters in- 
terviewed said they opposed low- 
ering the exemption for single 
persons, and eighty per cent op- 
posed lowering exemptions for 
married persons. The actual divi- 
sions were:

NO ATTEMPT TO INCREASE 
TAXES UNTIL ELECTIONS 


Congress faces elections this 
November, and neither house will 
seriously attempt to increase taxes 
until the elections are past. The 
1938 tax bill, which has just 
reached the house of representa- 
tives, is almost entirely concerned 
with easing existing tax burdens 
to promote business activity. 

But Washington knows that 
1939 budget demands are likely 
to be greater, rather than less 
than 1938's, especially if addi- 
tional big navy appropriations are 
added to mountifig relief needs. 
So Treasury aids have been carry- 
ing on long-range revenue studies 
this year with sharper income tax 
schedules in mind. 

When—and if—these revenue 
proposals get beyond the planning 
stage, today’s survey shows, there 
is likely to be a severe struggle 
before the public can , be won 
over. 

By and large, the American 
public has never been sold on the 
theory of general government 
spending which has guided the 
Roosevelt administration since 
1933. The _ typical American, 
whether he lives on Park avenue 
or Main street, believes the gov- 
ernment should balance the budg- 
et and he thinks that the job 
should be approached first of all 
by cutting expenses instead of 
jacking up taxes. 

Both these attitudes have been 
reported by Institute of Public 
Opinion studies in the past year. 
Today, with the United States 
public debt at an all-time high, the 
comments of the man in the street 
strike the same key: 

“Raising the income tax would 
only give the government that 
much more to spend. Why don’t 


they try economy first?” \

“LITTLE MAN” PAYS 
BIG SHARE OF INCOME 


Other objectors complain that 
“the little man” always pays out 
a heavy share of his income for 
indirect taxes of one sort of an- 
other. Why, they continue, should 
he be “roped in” for more? These 
are some of the questions con- 
gress and the Treasury Depart- 
ment will have to face if they de- 
cide to seek mgre income taxes 
at the 1939 session. 

Treasury experts have one an- 
swer ready. Backed up by many 
economists, they argue that more 
voters will take a close interest in 
government economy if more vot- 
ers are made conscious of direct 
taxes—such as the income tax. 

Today’s Institute survey indi- 
cates that the greatest objection is 
likely to arise over lowering the 
exemption of the single person, 
the vote against it reachng more 
than 90 per cent in several sec- 
tions of the country. 

When the income tax became 
effective in 1913, single persons 
were allowed an exemption of $3,- 
000, instead of $1,000 as at pres- 
ent. This exemption was slashed 
sharply during the World War, but 
was allowed to rise to $1,500 dur- 
ing the booming ’twenties. Con- 
gress voted the present exemption 
in 1932. 

Exemptions for married persons 
have been as high as $4,000, in 
1913, and as low as $2,000, during 
the war. 

Section by section, the greatest 
opposition to income tax increases 
occurs in east central states—Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois and Michigan— 
and in the Rocky Mountain states. 
In no section, however, does sen- 
timent for a change even approach 
a majority. 

Democrats and Republicans dif- 
fer only in degree on the question, 
with Republicans a shade more 
agreeable to lowering exemptions 
than Democrats. 

VOTERS SAY STATE WORKERS 
SHOULD NOT BE EXEMPT 

One place congress could look 
for additional income tax rev- 
enue, voters indicate, its toward 
the large group of government 
employes who are exempt from 
certain types of taxes on their in- 
come. 

The federal government, for in- 
stance, collects no income taxes 
from . state employes on the 
strength of court rulings that date 
all the way back to Chief Justice 
Marshall’s day, to the effect that 
the federal government may not 
tax the states. State governments 
reciprocate by exempting federal 
employes from state income taxes. 

In a supplementary survey today 
the Institute finds that 87 per cent 
of the voters think these exemp- 
tions should be removed. 

A year ago, in a similar na- 
tion-wide study, almost exactly the 
some number—88 per cent— took 
this view. 


Roosevelt’s ‘Big Navy’ Plan Seen 
To Be Peace Measure by Survey 


NEW YORK, March 12.—As the 
President’s big-navy_ bill heads 
into debate in congress one issue 
overshadows the rest: Will the 
proposed navy help to insure peace 
for the United States or will it 
endanger peace? 

That issue will be fought over 
in both house and the sénate. Sen- 
ator Borah, Idaho veteran of the 
foreign relations committee, has 
already served notice that he con- 
siders the billion-dollar navy bill 
a long step toward an arms race 
and “the beginning of another 
world war.” 

But the bulk of public opinion 
at this time views the -proposed 
navy as an added guarantee of 
peace. That fact is clear today as 
the result of a nation-wide study 
just completed by the American | 
Institute of Public Opinion. | 

The Institute asked voters in a. 
scientifically selected cross-sec- 


on: 

“Do you think a larger navy, 
as now proposed by President 
Roosevelt, will be more likely to 
get us into war or keep us out of 
war?” 

By the overwhelming majority 
of nearly three to one, voters told 
the Institute, “The larger navy 
should keep us out.” The actual 
vote is: 

Larger navy likely to keep the 
United States out of war, 73 per 
cent. : 

Larger navy likely to get United 
States into war, 27 per cent. 

Public support gives backers of 
the navy bill a big advantage in 
the coming debates. They are ask- 
ing for construction of 46 new 
fighting ships, together with aux- 
iliary vessels, including three bat- 
tleships of the most formidable 
type. President Roosevelt has in- 
dicated that his concern for United 
States national defense grows out 
of troubled conditions abroad and 


that the increases are needed to 
guarantee security. 


“A BIG NAVY TO KEEP 


THEM FROM OUR SHORES” 

Naval experts from President 
Roosevelt down have emphasized 
that United States fighting ships 
are for defense, not for aggression 
abroad. This is the basis of the 
man in the street’s attitude, to- 
day’s survey shows. The majority 
of persons commenting in the sur- 
vey say that preparedness is the 
best defense the United States can 
have: 

“A big navy will keep them 
away from our shores,” is the most 
typical comment. 

Opponents of the big-navy argue 
that the armaments race before 
1914 was one 6f the causes of the 
World War, and prophesy that 
America may become more easily 
entangled in affairs abroad as the 
result of strengthening its naval 
arm. 

A small group of voters—barely 
two per cent of those interviewed 
—believe that Roosevelt is “lead- 
ing us into war” and oppose the 
navy bill on those grounds. 
REPUBLICANS TAKE SIDES 
WITH ROOSEVELT ON NAVY 

Much of the opposition to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s navy plan in con- 
gress will come from Republicans. 
But rank and file Republicans are 
almost as strong for the big-navy 
proposal as Democratic voters, 
voting 68 per cent on that side 
as compared with 77 per cent for 
the Democrats. 

The survey shows that the 
greatest opposition to big-navy 
demands centers in the Middle 
West. 

The American conviction that a 
big navy will help to keep the 
country out of war goes far to ex- 
plain the vote in another Insti- 
tute. survey last January. The In- 
stitute asked, “Should the United 
States build a larger navy?” Sev-

Superintendent's Message 
March 13, 1938. 


My Dear Boys and Girls: 

The second great objective of the Atlanta schools during 1937-38 
is to preserve and strengthen the American home. I have tried to 
write you some letters about the houses around which the home is 
centered, and about mother’s and father’s part in that home. 

Today, may I call attention to your place in the home? I have 
heard boys and girls criticize their own parents by saying that the 
home is not doing what it should for them. In forums which | have 
held with boys and girls | have asked, “What is the home, and who 
makes up the home?” In response to that question the answer has 
come that mother, father, the children, grandparents, aunts and uncles, 
servants and others make up the household. In asking the question, 
“Are you a part of that home?” I, of course, received the answer 
‘‘ves.”’ Therefore, the all-important question for today’s letter is, 
‘What can you do to make your home an ideal one?” 

I would not attempt to answer that question for you, because the 
answer would be different for every child. 1 should like for every 
family to organize itself into a club, and I have borrowed the name 
of a club which | found in Tennessee. That name is ‘‘Every-Member- 
of-the-Family-a-Success Club.” The object of that club is to see to it 
that each one in a household, from the smallest child to the oldest 
person, will do his very best to co-operate with others in that home 
in such a way that his and her life would be a success. There would 
be no black sheep in the family; there would be no ‘“‘ne’er-do-well’’! 
Every member of the household would endeavor to be of the greatest 
possible service to the others. 

Next week I shall try to give you some specific ways in which 


you can render service to the family, but in reading this letter and |) 

in the discussion in your classrooms, I hope each of you will make |) } CHILDR 

a list of the things which you might do as an individual to make your || 

home a success.

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“STILL, WE LOVE THE OLD SOFTY” 

Fascinating comparison between the meth- 
ods of the democratic United States and the 
procedure of the Stalin government in Russia 
is drawn in a recent story by Raymond Clapper, 
well-known Washington newspaperman. At the 
end of his comparison Clapper writes: 

“It is plain that democracy hasn’t got sense 
enough to come in out of the rain. Still, we love 
the old softy.’ 

He takes, as the basis for his article, the 
recent quarrel between Chairman Arthur Mor- 
gan and his two associates of the TVA. After 
outlining the probable course of the affair in 
America, including weeks of investigation, the 
retirement of one or two of the principals, the 
securing of better paying jobs in private indus- 
try and the retention of their status as prom- 
inent members of the community, Clapper 
summarizes the outcome which would be prob- 
able were this country under a Stalin-type 
dictatorship. 

“But, under dictatorship,” Clapper continues, 
“Roosevelt would decide which side he didn’t 
like and then either Chairman Morgan, or the 
other two as the case might be, would disap- 
pear. J. Edgar Hoover’s G-men would swoop 
down some dark night and snatch them out of 
their beds. That’s the last you or their families 
would know about them until Roosevelt was 
good and ready to tell. And you wouldn’t know 
it then unless Roosevelt decided to let the fact 
of the arrest be printed or until some meeting 
of TVA was held and a vacant chair or two was 
noted. 

“The Fascist spies and wreckers might be 
taken at once to the basement of the Depart- 
ment of Justice and be secretly shot, or they 
might be held secretly in jail a while until 
Roosevelt found his show going stale and need- 
ed to do something to pull up his average in 
the Gallup poll, although it is assuming much 
to think that Dr. Gallup would be permitted to 
go on publishing that Roosevelt was only 60 
per cent popular. A public trial of these TVA 
Fascist spies and wreckers might be just the 
thing to take everybody’s mind off the depres- 
sion. 

“In that case the TVA wreckers—for a num- 
ber of conspirators would have been rounded 
up by that time—would have confessed to trea- 
son by trying to negotiate terms with the pri- 
vate utilities, or by acts of sabotage such as in- 
ducing TVA to build a dam that wasn’t as big 
as it might have been, or of ordering the wrong 
kind of material, or of deliberately falling be- 
hind schedule. The culprits would be paraded 
into the supreme court chamber and there, 
against the backdrop of red velvet curtains, the 
victims would abjectly confess their guilt in 
open court. Then the wreckers would be shot. 

“You wouldn’t find Herbert Hoover coming 
back from Europe. He'd stay in exile instead 
of coming back to plot against the regime. 
Landon would keep mighty quiet or else. And 
even J. Edgar Hoover would be watching his 
step. The Soviets have the former head of the 
OGPU on trial now and Edgar Hoover would 
be under suspicion because he is a holdover 
from the old regime.” 

The Clapper picture is not overdrawn. It is 
Only necessary to read of the trials now under- 
way in Russia to realize this. The comparison 
emphasizes once again the value of America’s 
heritage of individual liberty under a demo- 
cratic government and should make all Amer- 
icans more constantly alert to halt the first 


as inscrutable as that of economics, which, in 
so many of its emergencies, it largely resembles. 


THE OGLETHORPE CAMPAIGN 

Oglethorpe University will launch, at a 
dinner to be given tomorrow night, a campaign 
in Atlanta for $155,000, needed to make the 
institution free of all debt. There should be 
little difficulty in raising this amount or more, 

Oglethorpe offers to boy or girl students a 
distinctive educational opportunity. Known 
for intellectual integrity and for the building 
of Christian character, the school has won 
world-wide admiration. Nonsectarian and not 
looking to the state for support, Oglethorpe has 
had to depend on contributions and endow- 
ments from friends for building and mainte- 
nance funds. 

In addition to the hundreds of Atlantans 
who have enjoyed the privileges of studying at 
Oglethorpe, the university has contributed 
much in a material way to this city. It is 
estimated that, since the purchase of the first 
portion of the present campus, $2,000,000 has 
been invested in land, buildings and equip- 
ment. By far the greatest part of this was 
spent with Atlanta firms and individuals. An- 
other $2,500,000 has been poured into the chan- 
nels of local trade through purchases of mate- 
rials and service, salaries to faculty members 
and the expenditures of students. 

Yet, despite educational and materia] gains,’ 
Atlanta has occupied only minor place in the 
list of those whose donations have permitted 
the university to function and to grow. 
Strangely enough, it has been from other sec- 
tions of the nation that the bulk of this money 
has come. 

Now, Atlanta is asked to wipe out the entire 
debt of the university, totaling $155,000, as a 
Silver anniversary gift, marking the end of the 
first quarter century of Oglethorpe’s existence 
at the present location. 

It is stated that other endowments and 
gifts will be forthcoming once the university is 
debt free. It has already been decided that 
the future policy of the institution will be not 
to incur new indebtedness. 

The amount asked of Atlantans, in consid- 
eration of the many benefits the city enjoys 
through the proximity of Oglethorpe, is small. 
There should be little difficulty, if any, in se- 
curing the full sum desired. 


PACT FAVORS COTTON 

The Czechoslovakian trade agreement re- 
cently signed by Secretary of State Hull and 
Vladimir Hurban, the Czech minister, in Wash- 
ington, provides an excellent indice of the ex- 
tent to which trade may be facilitated between 
nations by mutual scaling down of tariff walls. 
Major benefits of the agreement will be received 
by the southern cotton grower. 

The reciprocal agreement provides substan- 


tial tariff concessions on American imports of 


shoes and other manufactured products in re- 
turn for similar concessions by Czechoslovakia 
on agricultural and industrial exports of this 
country. 

The United States granted benefits on 63 
items, imports of which totalled $19,552,000, or 
95 per cent of the total from Czechoslovakia 
in 1937. In return Czechoslovakian concessions 
affect United States exports which in 1936 to- 
talled $30,000,000, or 76.7 per cent of the total 
shipped from this country to that. The State 
Department commented that “probably no other 
country has gone as far in a trade agreement 
with the United States in attempting to open 
the way for an expansion of trade by the re- 
moval or relaxation of special controls on im- 
ports, other than duties.” 

Raw cotton is one item which will be ad- 
mitted to Czechoslovakia duty free, with resul- 
tant benefits to the southern grower. 

An example of the mutual benefit to be 
derived from the agreement is shown in a 
statement that the principal exporter of shoes 
from Czechoslovakia purchased material cost- 
ing $2,250,000 from the United States in 1937. 
This country granted major concessions on shoe 
import duties, yet retained for the American 
manufacturers more than 98 per cent of the 
total market. The limit on imports has been 
set at 1.25 per cent of the domestic production, 
which will permit entry of but 600,000 to 700,000 
more shoes compared with imports of 4,800,000 
last year. The domestic production last year 
totalled 410,000,000. 

This agreement was concluded with a coun- 
try recently described as a “fortress of democ- 
racy set in the raging waters of autocracy,” 
and thus may be hailed as a step in the pres- 
ervation of democratic institutions. 


ANOTHER ANTIDOTE 

Now comes news of a new antidote for one 
of war’s most horrible poisons, gas. The com- 
bative element is air conditioning. This com- 
paratively new contribution to progress by 
American science and engineering is reported 
to have demonstrated successfully its value in 
Saving lives under conditions of bombardment 
and siege. : 

L. R. Boulware, an executive of a corporation 
manufacturing and installing air-conditioning 
equipment, said recently that gas had been 
robbed of most of its potency as a lethal weapon, 
except in open warfare, through large-scale de- 
velopment of the principles of air-conditioning. 

In gas-and-bomb-proof cellars for noncom- 
batants in London, for instance, air-condition- 
ing has been utilized as an integral feature of 
construction. According to Mr. Boulware, it is 
now possible for occupants of such cellars to 
“seal themselves in” with comfort many feet 
below the ground. The gas-laden air is puri- 
fied by the air-conditioning equipment before 
it enters the chamber.

And she suggest- 
ed that I was months behind in 
essential reading and that I 
ought to do that. But what read- 
ing could I do? Will Durant’s 
“Story of Civilization” has been 
my bedside companion all this 
winter and I have nearly reach- 
ed the index.

It would make me think 
of the Sino-Japanese war and I 
am weary of wars. 

Then I have a stack of pamph- 
lets from all sorts of organiza- 
tions.

And then I realized that this 
picture had started a train of 
thought. Its motto was, “Get 
There!” It was the “Message to 
Garcia” that Elbert Hubbard 
wrote and that so influenced men 
my age when we were boys.

It 
was the prodding iron of the great 
middle period in American life 
when a continent was conquered 
not by soldiers but by doers, by 
those who started the transcon- 
tinental express, laid the tele- 
graph lines, built the railroads, 
opened the mines, laid out farms, 
created industries, dreamed cities 
and wafted them into realities. 

“Get There!” What a generation 
of men they were—men who risk- 
ed their lives and their wives and 
children to create a country. Men 
who stoutly drove through the

I scientific deductions of Sher- 

lock Holmes were no more 
amazing than the real facts behind 
the use of a microscope to capture 
the desperate D’Autremont brothers. 

Educated and cunning, the three 
brothers, Hugh, Roy and Ray pos- 
sessed the killers’ instinct of a cop- 
perhead. They terrorized the North- 
west for years, but a small micro 
scope in the hands of Edward Oscar 
Heinrich, consulting criminologist at 
Berkeley, Cal., finally brought them 
to justice.

The D’Autremont brothers. disap- 
peared into the nearby forest, with- 
out robbing the train.

N MY last article I told of the air raid made’ 
on the flying field at Alcantarello by Franco 
bombers, the sum total of which was the loss 

of one machine and Chang’s false teeth. Chang 
was a nickname we had given to a member of the 
squadron. The former it was possible to replace 
without much difficulty, but as there was no 
dentist nearer than Madrid, poor Chang was 
forced to suffer the indignity of a toothless mouth 
and a diet of milksop plus much badinage. 


Flying near Villaconejas one day with a squad- 


ron of nine, I zoomed into one of the fiercest air 
battles of my war-time experience. Quite unex- 
pectedly we met a perfect school of 55 Heinkels 
and I knew we were in for it—outnumbered over 
5 to 1. Maneuvering for position and clearing 
my guns for action I overlooked one of the 
Heinkels and he came down on me and shot my 
tail completely off! Down I went completely out 
of control, and thought to myself, “Well, this is 
it'’ From 5,000 feet down to 800 feet I was ina 
spinning airplane, wrestling like mad with a 
jammed cockpit cowling which imprisoned me. 
Just as I got the cowling free and tried to jump, 
my foot got caught behind the rudder-bar and 
I managed to kick myself clear only just in time; 
took a header and pulled the rip cord of my 
parachute. But even then I wasn't out of trouble. 

The dog-fight was going on below me and 
nothing could stop-my floating right through the 
bursts of fire. Tracer bullets soon began to miss 
the parachute by inches. I pulled the lines of the 
‘chute, maneuvering this way and that, feeling 
like a clay pigeon at Monte Carlo: It seemed an 


age until I floated clear and landed only 2 kilo 


series eof. 
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meters inside my own lines and headed for a 
ditch. When the fight was over I made for a 
farmhouse. Then on the back of a long-eared 
Spanish “burro” I rode the five kilometers to 
Villaconejas. Back at the field I got a real royal 
reception. Big Allison and another pilot named 
Lando were missing and two of our Russians had 
been shot down. Allison showed up later. 


The following Sunday we had the Russians 
over from Alcala, for dinner. Commander De la 
Torre was leaving us so that we made the occa- 
sion a farewell celebration. At the same time I 
was made Acting Squadron Commander. 

It was, of course, lots of fun leading 12 ships, 
but a lot of responsibility. As we were walking 
out to our ships for my first patrol as commander 
I received a delayed message that a squadron of 
Junkers, protected by Fiats, was on its way. Then 
the first bomb came hurtling down. Then eight 
of them—all within fifty meters of the campo. As 
we took off down came some incendiary bombs. 
Then tack-tack-tack-tack-tack! Machine guns were 
turned on the mechanics as they ran about to put 
the fires out. Bedlam had broken loose! Then, 
up we went, flying all out, and zigzagging away 
to get height safely. Then followed an intense 
combat—half-an-hour of twisting and turning; 
the rat-tat-tat of machine guns. 

Dodging through a heavy barrage of anti- 
aircraft fire I tried an old trick successfully. 
I waved the whole squadron down a_ thousand 
feet—keeping the same formation. It was several 
moments before the gunners got wise and altered 
their range. We all got through safely. 

At this interesting stage my,stomach, which 
had been a pest for weeks, really laid me out. 
It was hateful to miss a day when we were all so 
badly needed. But I went flat on my back, 

A week. or so later I was fit to tret around 
and was granted leave. 

Then Paris and Edithe. We had a wonderful 
week, even thought punctuated by visits to doctors 
and X-ray examinations, 

My first mission after returning to duty was a 
reconnaisance flight to check up on a report of a 
new field railway. 

I had an observer-camera man with me. Two 
of the Russian-trained Spanish boys came as 
escort in new monoplanes. 

We slipped over the front with not a plane in

sight. Stranger still not even a wisp of Archie’s 
little white blankets. I got a bit worried—it was 
all wrong. At last the shell for which I’d been 
almost longing burst a long way below us. I put 
the machine into a turn almost instinctively. I 
couldn’t know that in so doing I put it straight 
above another shell. It exploded all around us. 
The stick was nearly wrenched from my hands. 

Something cracked in the engine, It began 
to rumble. We were hit all right. As I put the 
nose round and headed for our lines I glanced at 
the Altimeter—4,300 meters. Slowly, ever so 
slowly, the lines crept nearer. So did the 
ground. We were not- likely to do more than 
make our own lines even if we cleared the front. 
As we got nearer the lines, Hell broke loose. The 
Moors, who hated any airplanes—even their own— 
fired off rifles with gusto, Field batteries all 
competed to get us down. Could we make our 
own lines? No! The last few zigzags had lost us 
too much height. 

We touched ground—a‘good landing—but even 
before we were out, the field batteries were con- 
centrated on the ship, my observer and I grabbed 
the camera and the movable machine-gun and 
ran for the front trenches. 

The plane was soon battered to bits. 

Back on the airfield we hung about aimlessly 
waiting for news of our escort. Soon came the 
sound of two. airplanes. A few minutes later 
the two Spanish boys handed in their report. 
They had barely escaped after a running fight 
with six Heinkels. | 

On July 12th we decided on a really big 
strafe. We had 20 bombers up, well-loaded and 
30 scouts. Starting off very early again, we flew 
over the lower ranges, where the clouds were still 
hanging about, in order to make the surprise as 
complete as possible. 

» “Archie” was awake again. His little white 
“messengers” called out several squadrons from 
the enemy fields. The bombers-tore ahead. 

We turned and powerdived on the enemy 
formation. The usual scrap developed. Archie 
gunners were still “popping a few over” in the 
direction taken by the,bombers. When they 
stopped suddenly, I was just catching my ma- 
chine after a dive. I had a moment’s peace in 
which to see two Heinkels slipping away from the 
scrap and chasing the bombers. Another one 
was on my tail. I was slipping away when I 
heard a control wire snap—shot through. MI 
could only turn one way and couldn’t gct the 
other fellow off my neck. I could feel the bullets 
hitting my tail. Another burst. I was twisting 
down with my tail shot off. Nothing for it but 
to “bail” out. I dropped from 7,000 to 1,500 feet in 
a few moments. Managed to kick clear and jump. 
A sickening moment until the ’chute opened. 

Then a glimpse of the first Heinkel. gradually 
losing control. The pilot must have been wounded, 
He went right down in a spin. Fortunately for 
me his pal turned back to the bigger scrap and 
left me alone. 

My troubles weren’t over yet. A company of 
Moors on the road below were firing at me, but 
wildly. I landed with only a twisted ankle. The 
Moors jumped the wall into the fleld and took 
me prisoner... It might not have ended at that. 
My crash helmet had been Knocked off. My 
blond hair drew the attention of an Italian officer 
and I was marched away, a priscner. 

I suffered for a long time from the cold nights. 
I only had on the overalls I was flying in anda 
pair of sandals. No underwear and no socks, It 
was August before I realized the publicity my 
fate had received and heard of the efforts of 
Edithe and of my mother in Washington. 

In desperation Edithe wrote to General Franco 
direct and received a reply. 

By September 27th things really began to move, 
I received a visit from a Marquis. He had been 
appointed as my defense counsel. But the news he 
brought me was grave. The death penalty was 
practically a foregone conclusion. 

As I went into the crowded courtroom at 11 

o'clock on the 5th of October I was handed a 
telegram—Edithe, bless her. It made a wonder- 
ful difference. 
_ The court martial took three hours. Even at 
the end I did not know my fate. Although I 
presumed that the death sentence was passed, 
the Supreme Tribunal had to consider the ver- 
dict first. My interpreter was a Duke. With the 
Marquis, 1 had an impressive array of helpers 
and every consideration. On the evening of 
November 7th I learned that the death penalty 
had been passed by the Supreme Tribunal, but 
something in the eyes of the Marquis left me 
with some hope. The reading of the sentence 
was followed by a commutation to life imprison- 
ment from General Franco, which included the 
two Russian boys, who were tried with me.

Matching babies for adoption is gne of the chief 
duties of the Atlanta Child Welfare Association. 

But not because the supply is below the demand. 

This “matching system” of the association is a 
two-fold study of the child and its future parents 
(by adoption) from the standpoint of health and 
background. ' 

Adopting a baby now isn’t merely walking into 
@ room, seeing a chubby golden-haired baby and 
saying “I'll take that one.” But that’s what all the 
couples thought when they saw Dimples. Before 
Dimples’ adoption was even applied for by three 
couples, whom we will call Mr. and Mrs. A, Mr. 
and Mrs, B, and Mr. and Mrs. C., the Welfare As- 
sociation looked into the files.on Dimples. 


The baby is six months old—too young to know 
that because her parents never married she is an 
illegitimate child. Soon after she was born, her 
mother was deserted by her common-law husband, 
left with no means of support for herself and her 
child. 

Security for Dimples, the certainty of a home 
for the future, overcame mother love. She offered 
her child for adoption, Adoption! That was a cruel, 
hard word. And it meant her child, too! But the 
Child Welfare Association would look after Dim- 
ples. That she knew. They would find a home for 
her. A good home, with people who lead respecta- 
ble lives, whe were able to take care of a child and 
who would be good to her. 

So Dimples was turned over to the Welfare So- 
ciety, and everybody who saw her wanted to adopt 
her. Then the matching system was put into effect 
for this particular baby. (It is applied to all). 


The child was taken through the Welfare So- 
ciety clinic. She was examined from head to foot.

Tommy is well and happy in his rew home, 

where he was placed by the Welfare Society. His

love and affection but NOT because they are paid 
by the society for boarding the youngster. 
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This is “Dimples’”’ with Mrs. Gordon Baker Jr., clinic assistant at the Child Welfare Association. The

Her lungs and her heart were tested. Her blood 
was typed.- Even the texture of her skin was not 
overlooked in the examination. With this informa- 
tion on file, the officials began a check of the 
background of the child. Was there any other blot 
on her ancestry than being born out of wedlock? 
Had there been any insanity on‘either side of her 
family? Any T. B.? Was there any reason that the 
child should not develop naturally if given the 
proper care and attention by the doctors? All these 
Statistics were compiled by the Welfare Association. 


Then the question arose, *‘Who will be Dimples’ 
‘foster parents’?” The couples who had applied for 
the child were examined and their background and 
life checked in the same manner as the child’s. The 
couples whose physical and health file more nearly 
matched that of Dimples were Mr. and Mrs, A. 


In. glee they cuddled Dimples in their arms and 
took her to her new home, filled with plans for the 
future happiness of the baby. But for six months 
Dimples is their baby only on adoption. This is a 
period of probation for the child as well as for the 
parents. Was the match right? Was the baby given 
to the right parents? If the child is kept through 
the seventh month, the adoption becomes legal. 
During this entire time the baby is under the su- 
pervision of the Welfare Society and under the care 
of a doctor, who assists in determining its mental 
and physical features. 

That is story of Dimples. The following is the 
story of Tommy, who is 10 years old. The associa- 
tion doesn’t confine its work and interest to babies 
—just babies. Older children come under their su- 
pervision, also. ’ 

Tommy is living somewhere in Atlanta now. 
He is living as any normal boy is living—he’s go- 
ing to school, belongs to a Scout troep and the fike, 
But Tommy, unlike Dimples, has not been adopted, 
He has been placed in a home, a private home, 
where he will be afforded a normal life which is 
the birthright of every child. 

Not long ago, Tommy had tousled hair, un- 
washed face and was very unneat in his appear- 
ance. His blue eyes were keen and there was a 
sullen look on his face. His father was a drunkard, 
his mother was dead and his stepmother was as 
good to him as her illness allowed. There was not 
much money, for Tommy’s father worked irregu- 
larly. Tommy felt as if no one cared for him or for 
what he did, so what harm was there in stealing 
articles from the corner drugstore sometime? What 
difference did it make if he disobeyed his step- 
mother and ran away from school? And what dif- 
ference did it make if he was considered a bad boy, 
headed straight for the chain gang? 

Then his father died. His stepmother had no 


“Dimples” is typical of all the babies matched for adoption by the 


means of supporting Tommy. She appealed to the 
Welfare Association to place him in a boarding 
home. A _ stepmother’s love is far different from 
that of a real mother. Letting Tommy go wasn’t 
like letting Dimples go. 


After careful consideration the agency agreed to 
accept the boy for placement. Then came the ques=- 
tion: Where could be found a home to accept such 
a boy, parents to understand his problems and be 
willing to tackle them? What qualities should a 
home have? After much thought it was decided 
that the foster parents should be young enough to 
understand the boy and his needs, human enough 
to give-him the affection and sympathy he had 
missed in his own home, strong enough to com- 
mand respect. 

The agency began at once to investigate families 
who would accept such a problem child in their 
homes, Working from a list of some 15 or 20 names, 
the welfare officials set ouf to make a thorough in- 
vestigation of the prospective boarding homes in 
order to find the one which would fill the difficult 
bill. They studied carefully each of the homeg in 
order to suit the child and the home to each other. 

Finally, they found a couple 40 years of age or 
more, who had a boy of their own and who were 
interested in helping other youngsters. The home 
was carefully studied from every angle—personali 
ties of the man, the woman and their son; health 
and financial conditions; training of their own boy 
—to be sure that Tommy was going to fit into the 
home. It was important that the family should be 
congenial among themselves, and that they should 
be interested in the boy himself, rather than in tlhe 
money they would receive for his board, and that 
in accepting him they agree to make no distinction 
in treatment between him and their own boy. 

So now Tommy, like Dimples, has a home—a 
happy home. He has been with his foster parents 
for a year. During that year everything hasn't been 
u bed of roses, for a boy and his habits don’t 
change overnight. Little by little he came to feel 
really wanted by the family. He felt secure in the 
genuine interest they displayed in him. He has lost 
his sullent hang-dog look and is happy again. Once 
more he feels that he belongs to someone. It has 
been a long time since he has stolen anything or 
has been impudent to his supervisors, He doesn't 
need to do those things now, because he receives 
attention in other ways. He is rewarde¢ for the 
good grades he makes in school and for his work 
with the Scout troop. ° 

The story of Tommy is not so different from 
that of many other boys and girls known to child- 
placing agencies. The difference is that everyone

VEIL of awed silence descended 

on the bustling Elizabeth, N. J., 

courtroom as ane anguished 
mother moved haltingly nearer to her 
little son, reached out to touch his 
touseled head. The lad dropped his 
gaze anc shrank back. Eyes dimmed 
with tears, she followed, stretching 
wide her arms to enfold her boy, to 
press him close in an embrace that 
would calm the wild throbbing of her 


heart. Silently he twisted free and 
walked away. 
Through the tense room, there 


billowed a wave of sympathy for the 
distraught mother, Mrs. Rose Frankel. 
Heartbroken, she sank back into a 
chair as her little son, Howard, clung 
to his father, Julius Frankel, and his 
stepmother. Even Advisory Master 
Dougall Herr, who is married and has 
children of his own, felt a tightness 
in his throat. And he ruled that, de- 
spite Howard’s wishes, the boy should 
be given into the custody of the mother 
whom he had not seen since marital 
troubles split the family years before. 

But in the few weeks that have 
elapsed since Howard, red-eyed and 
protesting, was torn from his familiar 
surroundings in Jersey and taken to 
the Brooklyn home of his mother, the 
lad has run away four times, vainly 
seeking his father. And for the first 
time there has come up for serious 
consideration a disturbing question: 
Has a child any domestic rights? 

In our pre-occupation with mother 
love, -parental prerogatives and the 
rights of society, have we completely 
forgottén the possibility that perhaps 
a child has some rights of his own— 
rights that traascend every other 


consideration? Children’s Court Jus- 
tice Herbert A. O’Brien, of Brooklyn, 
who has been studying the problem 
of run-away Howard’s future status, 
believes that we have. 


“For a long time and indeed up to 
the present moment, the rights of 
separated mothers and fathers have 
been paramount,” Justice O’Brien says. 
“Children have too long been merely 
victims of feuds of deadly hatred. 
Judges have proceeded in many in- 
stances and disposed of children upon 
the rights of the parents. This must 
be changed. The rights of children 
must come first!” 

Little Howard Frankel knows noth- 
ing about such complicated subjects 
as the rights of children as compared 
with the rights of their parents. All 
he knows is that far down in his soul 
is a love for his father that no court 
decree can root out. Howard doesn’t 
know much about the background of 
the custody case of which he is a part. 
He doesn’t care about that either. 

Dimly, the little lad remembers that 
five years ago his mother and father 
separated, and he was placed in his 
father’s custody. 

Howard's father secured a Reno 
divorce a year later, and married Eliza- 
beth Schwartz. Then came the recent 
litigation to have the Reno decree 
nullified and to force Frankel to give 
up Howard. | 

From this point on, the events are 
bright and clear in Howard’s memory. 
He carries in his mind a vivid picture 
of the appalling moment when he 
heard the solemn court rule that he 
must leave his father. He recalls the 
hope that flared when the judge later 
issued his ringing declaration of sup. 
port for the rights of a child. And 
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over and over the boy kept saying: 
“T'll kill myself if I can’t live with my 
father!” 

But Howard is happy now — his 
mother has given up her claim, and 
he is reunited with his dad.

Psychology refuges to be bound by 
general notions. |All beliefs must be 
submitted to experimental evidence, to 
Statistical treatment. 

Freud, through his psychoanalytic 
method, has revealed many new slants 
on the child’s mind. It was*® he who 
had pointed to a greater bond of af- 
fection between father and daughter 
and between son and mother, tying up 
these facts with the now famous -Elec- 
tra and Oedipu#complexes. Whether 
the theory is acceptable, or, as some 
suppose, abominable, because of the 
implieation that there is a sort of sex 
sympathy between parent and child, 
there is no denying that in general 
more girls are genuinely fond of their 
father than-are boys. 

In a recent.*study in which 124 
youngsters about the age of 6 were 
asked to state whether, if they could 
take only the father or the mother 
along with them to a desert island, 
they would invite the former or the 
latter, both boys and girls preferred 
to take the mother along with them. As 
to their affection, there was a pre- 
dominance of girls over boys that loved 
their father more than their mother. 

My own observation on the matter 
would incline me to the view that boys 
resemble their mother in most in- 
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stances, while girls take after their 
tather, except in matters pertaining to 


their sex. The cross boad of affec- 
tion, then, is on the basis of self-love 
—the father seeing in the girl the fe 
male counterpart of himself, and the 
mother idolizing in the boy the male 
image of herself. For that reason son 
may be better understood by mother, 
and daughter by father. Courts should 
take this point into consideration. 

Against these regulation expecta- 
tions, there is, nevertheless, the socio 
logical background. Young children 
may love their mother or their father 
intensely, but they will want to live 
with the person that offers them the 
most privileges and the greatest en- 
joyments. Even foster parents have 
been chosen to-real parents because of 
this human weakness. Youngsters are 
not greatly weighed down with the 
thought of duties. 

When a couple separates and the 
father can live in style, a youngster is 
naturally attracted to that sort of life. 
If the father happens to be an army 
officer, an aviator, or a “G” man, the 


‘glamor will add to the boy’s ambitions 


and help to decide his preference. 

The psychological pattern here, as in 
other like instances, shows us strands 
of conflict and strain on a tragic do- 
mestic background. Think of what the 
mother undergoes in being deprived of 
perhaps her only child, or for that mat- 
ter, what the father is obliged to en- 
dure When he is obliged to pay for his 
children’s maintenance, although he 
has no voice in their upbringing and is 
searcely allowed to see them. 

Worse still is the inner struggle that 
the child in question is experiencing. 
Can the court ignore his feelings and 
desires in the matter? Must his wishes 
be overridden, so that he would feel a 
lasting resentment against the parent 
who had succeeded in securing his cus- 
tody? Probably the boy knows his 
own mind and will only be all the

more wrought up against a society 
which interferes with his rights. 

What can be the solution of this 
vexing problem? First of all, we must 
realize that both parents, unless one 
of them is a degenerate, or wanton 
neglect or brutality had been proved, 
are privileged to enjoy the company of 
their own offspring. Where it is ad- 
visable for the mother to have the 
custod? of a child, not force, but suas- 
ion ought to be used by outside people, 
probation officers, court counsel, etc. 
No matter how unconventional a parent 
had been, there is nothing to conclude 
that the child in his or her custody 
would be brought up to its detriment. 
_ The custody should be shared in the 
course of years. Unfortunately there 
is an attempt made to belittle the ex- 
mate in the eyes of the child. 

The benefits of divided custody are, 
of course,. dubious. 

Custody of children in the late ‘teens 
is more or less of an illusion. A suc- 
cessful merchant only last week con- 
sulted me about a tangle of this nature. 
He and his wife had separated, and he 
insisted on at least the custody of his 
daughter. 

“How old is your daughter?” I askea, 

“Seventeen.” ; 

“If she is seventeen,” I said, “there 
is no such thing as. custody these days. 
Whether you and your wife are living 
together or not, when children reach 
their middle ‘teens, they usually do as 
they please, although the parents like 
to suppose that they are guiding their 
son or daughter.” I rather deplore this 
fact, but the fact remains nevertheless. 

The great comfort in all such prob- 
lems is that, whether the children of a 
broken home had preferred to live with 
the father or mother, in later years 
they will feel the genuine father or 
mother-love they were deprived of by 
circumstances or court decisions, often 
compensating for the long denial by 
added affection.

“I just found a man’s head in a 
ditch!” 

This startling announcement, spok- 
en in a shaky whisper, caused the 
officer at the information desk in the 
Tamanoi station, Tokyo, Japan, to 
straighten up with more than usual 
abruptness. He seized a pencil wrote 


“‘Man’s head,” then demanded of the» 


visitor where this item might be lo- 
cated. , 

“In a ditch alongside the mal 
road,” the answered. “It’s in a pack- 
age. There are two other packages.” 

The officer reached for a telephone, 
and presently a detective accompa- 
nied the informant to the scene. 
Sure enough, there lay three pack- 
ages in plain sight in the right-hand 
ditch, one of them partly open. The 
face of.a man was peeping out of the 
wrappings. 

“Maybe it’s a theatrical prop some- 
one’s thrown away,” the sleuth re- 
marked. Many Japanese dramas are 
stories of vendettas in which the head 
of the villain iS a principal stage prop. 
Practical jokers on occasion like to 
plant them in odd parts of town. 

But this was no prop. It was a 
real head, severed at the neck. And 
the other bundles contained the chest 
and the thighs.

Soon the scene was swarming with 
cops. The chief of the Tamanoi sta- 
tion, Hidekichi Urakawa himself, 
buckled on his sword and dashed to 
the spot. Excited throngs lined the 
ditch as the officials set to work on 
what was to prove the most bewil- 
dering crime the Tokyo police had 
handled in a quarter of a century. 

The date, incidentally, was March 
7, 1932—six days after a famous child 
was stolen from his crib at Hope- 
well, N. J. : 

The Tokyo victim, about 30 years 
old, had been killed by repeated 
blows with a blunt weapon -on the 
front of the skull. The nasal bone 
was splintered, and the jaw bone 
was practically pulverized. Appar- 
ently an ordinary hand-saw had been 
used to dismember the body. Bits of 
cotton were stuffed into the nostrils 
and all open cuts, Ashes had been 
rubbed into them. : 

The mutilated mouth held 32 teeth, 
all in perfect condition. The canine 
teeth grew in behind the second 
frontal teeth, a condition so rare as 
to be found not more than once in a 
thousand.

Before dark 50 detectives from 
headquarters were assigned to Tama- 
noi, which is a gay; licensed quarter 
of the Nipponese capital.

In iess 
than a week they .found a record 
which stated that Ryutaro Chiba had 
been living in the house of one Ichi- 
taro Hasegawa, 39-year-old furniture 
maker. 

He 
admitted that Chiba had lived with 
him, but had not seen him since the 
previous March, when he had gone 
to live in Asakusa ward.

ACTION AT AQUILA. By Henry 
Allen. Farrar & Rhinehart, Inc., 
New York. 369 pp. $2.50. 

Here is a novel of the War Be- 
tween the States written from an un- 
expected standpoint by the author of 
“Anthony Adverse,’ and it is the 
first Hervey Allen novel since ‘“An- 
thony Adverse.” 

Against the magnificent autumn 
background of the valley of Virginia 
this story, mingled with the vicissi- 
tudes of war, gives us two love stories 
of poignant and pathetic beauty. It 
is romance, love, war and great ad- 
venture; but it is romance with &n 
idea, war with a theme, and adven- 
ture with a purpose. For the first 
time in decades the strong necessity, 
the braving of infinite difficulty for 
preserving the unity of the nation, 
the intolerable prospect of misery 
which disunion would entail, are 
here brought home as a reality to the 
reader in the form of contemporary 
experience. 

Coming as it does at a time when 
the news of today is concerned with 
war, this story of a war that has 
seen its close still paints a picture 
that will make a deep impression on 
the mind of it’s readers. 

A statement by the author de- 
clares: “Action at Aquila” is not, a 
novel which has depended on his- 
torical research, books and documents 
for its background. Almost every in- 
cident in it was taken from word of 
mouth reminiscences by Civil War 
veterans. both Union and Confed- 
erate, and from people who tived in 
the towns, cities and the country in 
the aiea covered by the stovy The 
arrangement and sequence of tiie 
events, their “putting together,” has, 
of course, been my own work «and 
remains my responsibility. In so far 
as possible I avoided all second-hand 
accounts and have used stories, in 
sonre cases the very expressions, of 
the men who were alive in 1864.” 

“Action at Aquila,” Hervey Allen's 
new novel, will again remind every- 
one that reading can be intense pleas- 
ure.

STORY OF RECONSTRUCTION, 
1865-1877. By Robert Selph Henry. 
Bobbs-Merrill Co., Indianapolis. 
633 pp. $5. 

This account of the so-called re- 
construction period in the southern 
states differs from many others that 
have been published in that it pays 
small attention te the personal suf- 
fering and outrages of the period, be- 
ing devoted principally to detailing 
the political turmoil, graft and 
rapacity of the federal-supported of- 
fice holders who were foisted upon 
the southern states by the hate-bloc 
of congress. 

The author spent some seven years 
in gathering the wealth of detail 
which he dexteriously weaves into a 
continuous” story, beginning with 
Lincoln’s wise plans for bringing the 
southern states back into harmony 
with the union, and Andrew John- 
son’s abortive efforts to follow the 
same plan. 

Thaddeus Stevens and his able 
lieutenants were only concerned in 
making the southern states securely 
Republican, but 12 years of misrule 
only served to make them into “the 
solid south.” The author shows clear- 
ly that this state came about, not so 
much on account of the ballot be- 
ing given to former § slaves, but 
through the political corruption and 
misrule developed under federal of- 
fice holders, who retained their places 
only by the presence of federal 
troops. 

This story of the “reconstruction” 
period is a valuable addition to the 
history of the United States. The 
author states facts as he found them 
in his exhaustive research, and while 
most interestingly related, lack any 
“coloring” that might reveal preju- 
dice in favor of the south or north. 
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G-Man Story. 
DAMES DON’T CARE. By Peter 

Cheney. Coward & McCann, New 

York. 250 pp. $2. 

The title of this story is a trifle 
misleading—it isn’t as sexy as one 
might infer; there are two principal 
“dames” in the cast of characters,

into the action because of that 
characteristic, 

It is tip-top detective story, about 
murders and counterfeiters, and told 
in a slangy jargon that grates a little 
at the start, but gradually becomes 
as entertaining and attractive as the 
unfolding of the plot. 

If you have never read how G-Man 
Lemmy Caution follows his clues and 
gets the individuals he is assigned to 
catch, start on “Dames Don’t Care,” 
and then you will be anxious to hear 
about his next case. He is going too 
good just now to get “wiped out” by 
a “public enemy.”

quite different from many of the 
Benedict Arnold novels, in that An- 
dre is scarcely mentioned until the 
West Point conspiracy is well ad- 
vanced, and at no time figures as 
more than one oft Peggy's many ad- 
mirers, while Arnold’s conquest of 
the beautiful Peggy is comprised in 
short space and scant mention. 

The story may be said to be the 
author's biography of Benedict Ar- 
nold—the tricky, merchant-seaman 
before war with England began. and 
the swashbuckler, daring and bril- 
liant soldier who won victories and 
the regard of his soldiers, and the 
bitter hatred of fellow officers— 
some because of jealousy, others hee 
cause they suspected the venulity. 

Arnold was undoubted!yv pri.e- 
tuted beyond reason, and Hough's 


story shows why the brilliant com- 
mander’s brain became warped, mak- 
ing him the one American general 
who could be approached with a 
treasonable proposition. The subject 
is well handled by this young author 
and makes an addition to Arnoldia 
that will be welcomed by those who 
are interested in fictionized history.

Rene Belbenoit’s feat of surviving 
id years in the penal colony of 
French Guiana is no less amazing 
than his unparaileled escape, after 
four previous abortive attempts, 
through the jungles of Central Amer- 
ica to the United States. Weighing 
barely 100 pounds, and often not 
that, Rene Belbenoit, sentenced to 
Guiana for eight years for theft, had 
tasted all the hell the penal colony 
had to offer. He had been subjected 
to the unrelenting brutalities of the 
prison guards, to the living death of 
the dry guillotine—solitary confine- 
ment—where a sentence might be 
shortened only by death or madness 
or a self-inflicted wound. He had 


worked in the jungle camps com- 
pletely naked to the sun and insects 
and fever save for a straw hat, and 
had served him time in the “Bloody 
Barracks,” where not infrequently a 
man’s throat was cut for only a few 
sous, with the tacit approval of 
guards and all concerned, And 
throughout his imprisonment, which 
lasted 15 years, his companions had 
been the scum of France, slopped up 
from the gutters of Montmarte and 
the dives of Marsailles. Murderers, 
extortionists, dope-smugglers and 
dope addicts, political prisoners, 
hardened perverts and the young boy 
criminals whom they took as “mis- 
tresses”, Yet always he’ remained 
above and apart from them; and the 
more he saw their weaknesses, the 
more he resolved to succeed where 
his companions had failed, time and 
time again.

WHAT TO PLANT IN MARCH: 

FLOWERS: Sweet peas may be 
planted. Use only the Spencer 
and early flowering types. The 
best plan is to use the separate 
colors. All kinds of perennials 
may be transplanted at this time, 
including pansies, aquilegia, 
canterbury bells, hollyhocks, 
English daisies, rock cress, thrift, 
etc. It isn’t too late to plant 
larkspur and bachelor button 
seeds. 

BULBS: Cannas, gladiolus, dahlias, 
caladiums. 

ROSES: Roses should be planted 
immediately, The two-year-old 

, out-door grown plants are best. 
Greenhouse roses that have been 
flowering all winter are not very 
Satisfactory as a rule. 

PERENNIAL PLANTS: AH kinds 
of perennials may be trinsplant- 
ed now, hollyhocks, bleeding 
heart, columbine, phlox, thrift, 
sandytuft, sedum, etc. 

SHRUBBERY: Plant all kinds of 
evergreens, conifers, flowering 
shrubs and fertilize your old 
shrubbery. . 

GRASSES: Evergreen mixtures 
and Kentucky blue grass may be 

planted at this time. Give your 
old lawn a top dressing of sheep 
manure and bone meal. 

VEGETABLES: Continue to plant 
asparagus roots, horseradish, 
rhubarb roots, artichokes and 
Irish potatoes, 

VEGETABLE SEEDS: Beets, 
Brussels sprouts, cabbage, col- 
lards, carrots, eress, Swiss chard,

On Garden Subjects

The garden work to be done now 
is most Important. It does seem that 
spraying goes on forever. I was look- 
ing at some vinca major, getting 
ready to prune off those long run- 
ners that formed last summer. If 
these are cut off in the early spring 
the plant not only looks better, and 
is easier to clean of leaves, but also 
it blooms much better. I found sev- 
eral of these plants with a serious 
fungous disease. Many of the stems 
had turned black, and had a white 
mold. I got°the spray pump at once 
and used lime-sulphur on them. I 
used 12 tablespoonfuls to a gallon of 
water. 

I have been quite busy planting 
seed, also. You see, once again the 
moon is “right.” That does sound 
funny, but from so much evidence it 
is worth trying. I am planting some 
clarkia in a very dry, poor soil and 
in partial shade. If you are too good 
to this flower it will reward you with 
many leaves and few blossoms. If 
you have an old ash heap, try some 
clarkia and godetia there.

General John A. Sutter, the Man Who Was 
Robbed of a Billion Dollars

Out in California, on January 24, 
1848, John W. Marshall, a carpenter, 
was building a grist mill on the south 
fork of the American river; and on 
this particular day, he stopped and 
picked up a small yellow stone that 
had been washed down from _ the 
wooded hills above the present city 
of Sacramento. Was it gold? He 
couldn't tell. So he gave it to a work- 
man’s wife who was boiling some 


-homemade soap. She tosed the sione 


into the kettle of boiling fat and lye. 


After being cooked all day, the 
nugget gleamed like a tiger’s eye; 
and the next morning at daybreak, 
John W. Marshall leaped on _ his 
horse and hurried pell-mell 40 miles 
down the canyon to the ranch house 
of his employer, John A. Sutter. 

Marshall rushed into the house, 
locked the door and pulled the yellow 
nugget from his pocket. Sutter star- 
ed at it, wide-eyed with excitement. 


It was gold and he knew it. A pure 
nugget of glistening gold. His wild- 
est dreams had been transcended. 
He would soon be lord of all creation, 
the richest man in the world. 

Sutter attempted to keep the dis- 
covery a secret; but he might as well 
have tried to prevent the very stars 
from shining in their orbits. He had 
unleashed a force that was destined 
to shake the continent. Within a day, 
all the men on Sutter’s ranch left 
their appointed tasks and, in a mad 
frenzy of greed, they were scratching 
and digging and panning for gold. 

In a week, the whole countryside 
was in a turmoil. Ranches were de- 
serted. Everything was in chaos, 
Cows were left bellowing to be milk- 
ed. Calves bawled in vain for their 
mothers, while wolves slaughtered 
the bleating sheep. 

Excited men, with pick and shovels, 
were soon making from a thousand 
to five thousand dollars between sun- 
rise and sunset. One cut of the spade 
and a couple of shakes of the sieve 
and presto! nuggets worth thousands 
of dollars lay at your feet—a for- 
tune made in a minute. 

Telegraph wires flashed the sensa- 
tional news across the continent and 
convulsed the nation with excite- 
ment, Workmen left their shops, sol- 
diers deserted from the army by 
wholesale, farmers abandoned their 
lands, merchants locked their stores. 
The gold diggers were on the move. 
The locust swarm of humanity took 
wings and headed for the’ golden 
land beyond the sunset, 

In the spring of 1849, a mighty 
cavalcade trekked out of Independ- 
ence. Kansas, the largest outpost of 
civilization. Youth was in the sad- 
dle, youth thrilling to the quest of a 
new adventure. From the Missouri 
river to the snow-packed summits of 
the Sierra Nevadas, there flowed a

fevers, smitten with scurvy, their 
ranks decimated by cholera, and gold 
diggers sailed on, as jrresistible as 
the sweep of the mighty Pacific. 


In the hectic year of 1849, more 
than 700 vessels dropepd anchor in 
San Francisco bay, and the sailors 
immediately deserted their ships and 
rushed to the hills. 


It was a mob, a rabble, that recog- 
nized no law but the law of the knife 
and the club, and obeyed no orders 
unless they were backed up by guns, 


Naturally the mob converged from 
all sides on Sudder’s ranch. They 
trampled his grain under foot ‘and 
they stole his wheat to make bread. 
They demolished his barns to build 
shanties and they slaughtered his 
cattle to get steaks, 

What was even more astonishing, 
these treasure hunters even had the 
audacity to build towns on the priv- 
ate property of John A. Sutter, and 
the old rancher looked on in helpless 
rage while strange men bought and 
sold and resold his land as if he had 
never existed. 

In 1850, California was ushered 
into the Union, and the majestic or- 
Ger of law now ruled over the tur- 
bulent hills. 

Then Sutter started the biggest law 
suit in history. He declared that 
San Francisco and Sacremento were 
both built on his private property 
and he prosecuted every ‘‘squatter” 
Jiving in those towns and ordered 
them to get off his land at once, 
He sued the state of California’ for 
$25.000,0000 as compensation for the 
private roads and bridges and canals 
that he had built and the state had 
appropriated for public use. 

He demanded that the United 
States government pay him $50.000,- 
000 for the damages he had suffered, 
and he also demanded that he be 
paid a royalty for every dollar's 
worth of gold dust that had been 
property, 

For four years he fought the case 
through court after court, and in 1855, 
he won. The highest. court in the 
state of California declared that the 
cities of San Francisco and Sacra- 
rmento, and scores of other towns and 
villages, were built on his private 
property. 

The news of this sensational de- 
cision rocked the inhabitants of San 
Francisco and Sacramento like an 
earthquake. So the law was going to 
put them out of their homes, was it? 
Vell, they would show the law a 
thing or two! A milling mob, driven 


mad by desperation, grabbed guns 
and axes and torches and marched 
through the streets, yelling and sack- 
ing and looting and burning. 

They set fire to the law courts, and 
burned up the records; then they got 
a rope and tried to lynch the judge 
who had rendered the decision. Leap- 
ing on their horses, they dashed away 
to Sutter’s ranch, put sticks of dyna- 
mite under his houses and barns and 
blew his building high into the sky 
They burned his furniture. They cut 
down his fruit trees. They shot his 
cattle. They turned his fertile ranch 
into a place of smoking desolation. 

They murdered one of Sutter’s sons, 
They drove another one to commit 
suicide, and the third son was drown- 
ed while attempting to get-to Europe. 
John A. Sutter himself, staggering 
under these cruel blows. lost his rea- 
son. 

For 20 years after that, he haunted 
the capitol at Washington, trying to 


persuade congress to recognize his 
rights. Dressed in rags, the poor, old, 
demented man went from one senator 
to another, pleading for justice, and 
the children in the streets laughed 
and jeered at him as he passed. 

In the spring of 1880, he died alone 
in a furnished room in Washington. 
Died, neglected and despised by those 
who had filched millions from _ his 
land. He didn’t have a dollar when 
he passed away, but he did have a 
legal deed to the greatest fortune on 
earth. 

Five years later, John W. Marshall 
passed on—Marshall, the carpenter, 
whose discovery had started the most 
gigantic gold rush in the history of 
the western world. He died alone in 
his squalid cabin. Other men had 
made a thousand million dollars out 
of his discovery, but he didn’t leave 
enough money to pay for a cheap 
coffin...

More sta: ‘tlin g yet is the 
author’s thesis that cow’s milk is not 
a suitable food for infants, on the 
principal ground that it makes for 
“bones and muscles, but not for in- 
tellectuality or rationality.’ Par 
who are swayed by this reasoning 
into feeding helpless offspring on 
thought s<Provon! ng oysters, or milk 
from the intellectually superior goat, 


will carry a heavy responsibility.

is its exhaustive bibliography of 
works on nutrition and allied sub- 
jects.
